n ight, a little pa rty of t hr e e men left 
London o l a 
fast tra in , 
tak in g with 
t he m the body of T ho m a s C a rlyle to 
rest on Scotland soil. 
It was the wish 
of many of his friends t ha t his body bo 
laid in W e s tm in s te r Abbey, 
but C a r ­ 
lyle desired 
to ha v e e v e r yt hi n g con­ 
ducted 
with sim plicity 
and 
had no 
wish to be buried in W e stm in ste r. 
In 
spe a k in g of it he said: 
“ If we a re not 
careful. I am a f r a 'd t ha t in the day of 
j u d g m e n t the r e will be a 
g e n e r a l d e ­ 
livery from W e s t m in s t e r A bbe y.” 
He 
was a unique c ha r a c t e r in E nglish lit­ 
e ra tu re ; a giant 
a m o n g his 
fellows. 
W he n the first volume of his " F r e n c h 
R ev o lu tio n ” was re a d y for the printer, 
he loaned it to Jo hn S. Mill. 
W i tho u t 
permission, 
he loaned 
it to a Mrs. 
Taylor, whose se rv a n t used it in thre e 
m ornings to lig ht t he k itc he n tire. 
Mill, overcom e with remorse, hu rrie d 
to C arlyle with the d re a d fu l 
tidings. 
C arlyle wftfi selfish in little t hi n g s / bu t 
when it ca m e to g r e a t and 
im po r t a n t 
thing s no m a n could be m ore unselfish. 
He did not wish Mill to know t ha t it 
was the only copy, 
bu t upon 
being 
pressed, was obliged to own to t he real 
facts. 
T he 
loss 
of 
this 
m a n u ­ 
script was a severe one to C arlyle, 
but 
he 
bravely 
set 
about 
m a k ­ 
ing a r r a n g e m e n t s t o 
re-w rite 
it. 
S pe a k in g of how he felt the r i g ht 
he 
received 
the news, he 
said; 
“ This 
n ig ht has been filled 
with 
pi i n 
and 
emotion. 
S o m e thin g 
cutting 
at 
ray 
he a r t ; it is as if ray 
invisible S c ho o l­ 
m a ste r had torn my copybook, c o n ta in ­ 
ing my lesson and said: 
‘No, my boy, 
you m ust w rite your lesson a little be t­ 
t e r . ” 
W e as A m e r ic a n s ha v e special 
reasons to be in terested 
in Carlyle. 
A ltho under 00 obligations, the r e 
had 
been sent hitn one hu n d re d 
and 
fifty 
pounds from A m e ric a before a n ythin g 
ha d been paid him by his publishers in 
Europe, 
He e a rn e stly expressed 
his 


4'ra titu d e for this uncalled for kindness 
on tbe pa r t of his friends in 
A m erica. 
He was very m odest vn dem eanor. 
At 
thirty-n in e years of age, he had w r i t ­ 
ten 
but thr e e or four works, and his 
position was insecure in 
a 
financial 
way. 
H e tried to g e t a professorship 
in 
E d in bu rg « University, 
but failed; 
the n c a m e his worst tria l, the bu rn ing 
of his m anuscript. 
H e said: 
1 P r o v i ­ 
d ence warns me to ha v e done with lit­ 
e ra tu re , 
which 
will 
not bring 
me 
br e a d . ” 
C a rlyle was not an easy w rit­ 
er. 
His c ha pte r s w ere not so much 
w ritten 
as 
t ha t 
the y 
were cast 
His 
w ritings seethed 
aw ay In 
his 
brains. 
He wrote to 
his m o the r of 
“ T he F re n c h R e v o lu tio n :” 
1 e xpe c t it 
will have ten enem ies to one friend. 
I have come to the conclusion t ha t it 
war- written by a wild man. ” However, 
the most c e le bra ted critics, T ha e k e r y, 
Emerson, 
and others, 
were loud in 
the i r praises of it. 
A t this time, the 
C arlyles were actu ally in need. 
Mrs. 
C arlyle said to a friend who was con 
t e m pia tin g m a t r i m o n y, “ W ha t e v e r you 
do with respect to this m a r r ia g e , do 
not m a r r y a man of g e n i u s .” 
C arlyle 
was wedded to his work 
His muse cf 
l i t e r a tu r e beckoned to him and said: 
Come to m e." 
He said, apo log etical­ 
ly, “ I ha v e m a rrie d a wife, but I will 
come just the s a m e .” 
H e c a m e n ear 
corning to A m e ric a to lecture, but his 
friends 
decided t ha t if a man 
was 
wanted to lecture in Boston, he would 
be able to lectu re in 
his own native 
land, and H a r r i e t M a r tin e a u persuaded 
him to le c tu re at hom e. 
He g a v e six 
lectures 
on 
“ G e r m a n 
L i t e r a t u r e ” 
which were a g r e a t success, both in a 
lite ra ry 
and 
a 
financial sense. 
H e 
could not live by l i t e r a t u r e alone until 
he wa- forty-four ye a r s of age. 
C a rlyle 
was 
m a d e 
Lord 
R e c ­ 
tor of the U n iv e rsity of 
E d inbu rg , 
w here bis duties consisted wholly in 
m a k i n g a speech. 
W he n solicited to 
a ccept the office he said he would do 
so but would not m a k e t he speech. 
His 
wife said to the 
au tho ritie s: 
“ You 
elect him. and 1 will see t ha t he m a k e s 
t he s pe e c h. ” 
And he did m a ke it. 
A t 
t he close of his oration, he received a 
r e m a r k a bl e ovation, and was forced to 
head a 
procession of 
two thousand 
yelling -tudents, c e r ta in ly a very novel 
position for a man of his tu r n of mind. 
W he n he re a c he d his 
hotel 
he 
r e ­ 
ceived a t e l e g r a m s t a t i n g t ha t his wife 
had died very suddenly while riding in 
he r c a r r ia g e . 
Mrs. 
C a rlyle 
was a 
wonderfully brig ht and beautiful child, 
and 
becam e 
a 
r& m a rk a bie 
woman. 
After her d e a th, C a r lyle used to talk 
to everyone who had k now n “ J a n e . ” 
S he was 
plucky and 
a r e g u la r spit­ 
fire when t he was a c hild . 
W he n she 
becam e a young 
woman, 
she ha d a 
g r e a t m any 
m asculine ad m ire rs, and 
it is said t ha t a g r e a t m a n y of 
them 
had real reason 
to c o m plain 
of her 
tr e a t m e n t of the m . 
S he was C a r l yl e ’s 
fir=t. last and only love. N o thi n g could 
destroy in he r t ha t passion for s a yin g 
witty, cutting, satirical things. 
H e r 
social position had been hi g he r 
t ha n 
t ha t of her hu sba n d . 
H e r moods with 
him were c ha n g e a bie . 
S he could be 
as explicit as a stroke of lig htn in g . 
S he played with his affections for an 
indefinite period . 
C arlyle, on the o t h­ 


er haDd. had no a c q u a in ta n c e with so­ 
cial life: with him aye was 
aye 
and 
nav wa? nay. 
H e was not 
a modej 
husband, but too much a buse has been 
heaped upon hie shoulders, and t he old 
story re pe a te d in every m a t r i m o n i a l 
alliance since t he days of A d a m simply 
verifies the fact tha t when two people 
a re m a r r ie d they stilt 
ha v e a g r e a t 
deal to learn a bo u t each 
o the r. 
He 
was a u re a t writer and did not thin k 
without his pen in his han d . 
Both he 
and she were noble and generous, but 
his was a soft he a r t and hers a stern 
one. 
T he only happin ess of C a rlyle 
was in doing some duty an d being free 
from pain now and then. 
He 
never 
tho u g ht of ple a sin g by his writings, 
and only wrote w ha t he believed to be 
true. 
He was g a u n t in a ppe a r a n c e be­ 
ing over six feet in he ig ht. 
H e was 
one of the most c u ltiv a te d 
m en t ha t 
e v er lived, a lt ho u g h he did not c a r e 
for culture. 
His “ S a r to r K e s a r t u s ” is 
a g r e a t spiritu a l a u to bio g r a phy. 
H e 
said: “ Be no lo n g er a chaos, 
but a 
world, or even 
a 
worldkin, 
produce 
thou g h it be only t he infinitesimal pa r t 
of a pro d u c t.”
